Mc Reynolds' dissent was m erely 
noted at the conclusion of Hughes’ 
opinion. He did not deliver any 
opinion, written or oral. 
The decision affirm ed a second 
circuit Court of Appeals ruling 
which rejected the challenge of the 
Electric Bond and Share Co. to 
validity of the whole act. 
The case, accepted by the indus­ 
try and the government as a test 
of the measure’s validity, was re­ 
garded generally as the most im ­ 
portant litigation to come before 
the high court during it# 1937-1938 
terms.

The beavers, with much labor, 
had constructed a 40-foot dam on 
the Panther. 
The rangers, with 
much labor, tore the dam djwn. 
The water released, the Copper 
cheek station pasture land em­ 
erged as dry land. 
The next night the beavers re­ 
paired the damage to their dam, 
and the rangers awoke to find 
their pasture once more under 
water. 
Realizing 
there 
existed 
two 
schools of thought as regards the 
dam, the rangers brought in a 
Diesel caterpillar tractor, and used 
it to do a more thorough job of 
destroying the dam. 
The following morning, the pas­ 
ture was once more flooded. 
The 
beavers hat! again repaired the 
dam. 
The game progressed to the 
stage where it became “w ar”. 
In 
retaliation for the rangers’ em­ 
ploying a tractor, the beavers im­ 
proved their dam-building tech­ 
nique. 
They weighted the dam 
down with rocks — some of them 
weighing as much as 40 pounds — 
to make the rangers’ work more 
difficult. 
When that failed to stop the 
sabotage, the dam was “tied to­ 
gether” with an 80-foot strand of 
the station's emergency telephone 
wire by the industrious beavers. 
As a side project, the beavers 
had ben developing a canal across 
the “battleground” — the station 
pasture — to a clump of aspens, j 
The aspen tree provides the beaver | 
with its favorite food. 
When the ranger station was I 
unoccupied from Oct. I to Oct. 31. 
the beavers were able to devote ; 
their entire energies toward lay­ 
ing in the winter’s supply of food, 
unhampered by having to rebuild a 
clhrn each night. ,

CHICAGO, March 28— (U P )—Nearly 1,800 lives have been saved 
throughout the nation since November by means of traffic safety 
campaigns, the National Safety Council reported today. 
The reduction in fatalities was achieved despite increased mileage 
during three-quarters of the period, the council said. 
Last month 
there were 2,180 deaths—16 percent less than in February, 1937, 
and 20 percent less than January,^ 
this year. 
The February drop m eant a sav­ 
ing of 420 lives. So far this year 
1940 lives have been saved. 
Twenty-five states reported de­ 
creases. 
Vermont showed a 44 
percent drop for January and Feb­ 
ruary but Michigan, which ranked 
third with a 39 percent decrease, 
was 
credited 
with saving the 
greatest 
number 
of 
lives—114, 
M aryland was second with a 40 
percent decrease. 
Detroit, with 38 lives saved, 
ranked first among cities of the 
larger population group. 
Milwau­ 
kee, with a 4 percent rating, had

population. 
Boston was second with a 7.6 per­ 
cent and St. Louis third with 10.8. 
Syracuse Without Deaths 
Syracuse, N. Y., was the largest 
city to report no deaths for Jan ­ 
uary and February.

000 population and 187 cities of 
more than 10,000 population re­ 
ported no fatalities for the same 
period.

Summer, as he is planning to do, he hopes 
also to take time off for a visit to Mexico 
City. 
Plans for this are only tentative, but 
the President expects to cruise along the 
Mexican coast on a fishing trip, then land 
in Mexico and make the inland trip to 
Mexico City by motor. 
He has always wanted to visit the 
| capital of Mexico, and in view of the pres­ 
ent controversy over the seizure of ll. S. 
oil properties, the trip becomes doubly 
significant. 
President Cardenas of Mexico has been 
a great admirer of Roosevelt’s, and many 
of his policies such as public works, rural 
resettlement, 
and 
especially the Labor 
Board which assessed higher wages on the 
oil companies (thereby driving them out 
i of Mexico) were modeled after the New 
I Deal. 
This is one thing which makes it hard 
for the State Department to protest very 
vigorously regarding Mexico’s seizure of 
oil properties. 
Another factor is the fear that if Car­ 
denas should be weakened, a Mexican 
Franco might challenge him, and 
the 
United States would be faced with another 
Spanish civil w ar at her own back-door. 


JAPAN DIVIDED 
J 
APANESE unity has been exaggerated 
by many outside observers. The unani­ 
mity which seemed to prevail at the be­ 
ginning of the present w ar is vanishing, 
and perhaps was never real. 
The people 
very likely were swept by a wave of 
patriotic loyalty when the w ar began, as 
they would be in any other country, but 
their hearts were not in it. 
As the elec­ 
tions had shown, popular sentiment was 
liberal, even radical, and had steadily gone 
against the government. 
The w ar seems 
to have been started largely to distract 
attention 
from 
home 
troubles 
and 
to 
enforce loyalty. 
Now, with the w ar dragging on much 
longer than the military leaders promised, 
casualties rising and costs increasing, both 
parliament and people seem to be rebel­ 
ling. 
Ceroid Eckelmann, an expert on 
F a r East affairs, tells news men in New 
York that there is actual danger of a 
Communist revolution in Japan, and it is 
mainly by internal Japanese troubles that 
China will be saved. 
“ The situation in J a p a n ” he says, “ is 
curious and 
perhaps unprecedented 
in 
history. 
The arm y is trying to set up a 
dictatorship and has virtually made a 
figurehead of the emperor. 
The navy is 
opposed to the army. 
The industrialists 
don't like either, and may help the workers 
when the revolution comes.”

PERSONS on a reduction diet

not have to have recourse to magic. 
They all want to know certain 
things: 
Alcoholic beverages: 
All alco­ 
holic beverages are potentially fat­ 
tening. 
Beer contains about 18 
grams of carbohydrate a bottle, or 
70 calories. 
Alcohol itself has a 
fuel value of 210 calories an ounce. 
A Dry M artini cocktail has 131 
calories: an ordinary highball 150 
calories; a glass of Sherry wine 
about 38 calories.

Hyperacidity—I pre­ 
sume you mean hyperacidity of the 
stom ach—is a common form of In­ 
digestion. It is caused in some cases 
by ulcer and in some cases by ner­ 
vous tension, and in some cases by 
reflex disease such as gallstones. 
The wrong kind of diet aggravates 
it. 
Tomatoes, acid foods, fresh 
white bread and sweets are likely 
to m ake it worse. 
Milk, cream, 
pureed vegetables and lean m eat 
tend to soothe it. 
It can also be 
controlled by such alkalis as bicar­ 
bonate of soda.

A n hincloss. N ew York city a t­ 
torney, attributed House’s death 
to “old age.” 
Born in Texas, where he ac­ 
quired tho title of Colonel, House 
became one of the nation's fore­ 
m ost 
statesmen. 
Yet 
he 
never 
held a public office or wanted one 
and performed his greatest ser­ 
vices to the country in an unoffi­ 
cial capacity. 
House and Wilson m et a year 
before the latter became presi­ 
dent. 
“We talked and talked,” House 
said in describing the meeting. 
“We knew each other for con­ 
genial souls at the very begin­ 
ning.” 
In 1914, before the World W ar 
brokeout, Wilson sent House to 
Europe as his unofficial am bassa­ 
dor. 
The Texan bore a personal 
letter from the President to the 
Kaiser. 
House had conceived a plan to 
prevent war. 
He hoped to bring 
about 
a 
formal 
understanding 
among 
G reat 
Britain, 
France, 
Germany, and the United States. 
He w as frustrated a t every point, 
however, and while he was on the 
high seas bound for home the war 
started. 
From th a t time on House con­ 
tinued to fight for peace. He guid­ 
ed neutrality missions, made fre­ 
quent trips to Europe to discuss 
formulas for peace, worked end­ 
lessly for peace—only to find his 
own country plunged into the war. 
A fter the United States entered j i 
the w ar House devoted all his poll- 
j 
tical acumen and his statesm an­ 
ship to the effort to m ake the war 
a short one. 
He conferred with 
allied commissions, he sifted and 
digested reports for the President, 
he went to P aris to assist in 
coordinating the allied strength at 
the front. 
He went to fiurope again in 


| 1918, this time to assist in fra m ­ 
ing the term s of the Armistice be­ 
tween G erm any and Austria. N ext 
he 
became 
a 
member 
of 
the 
A m erican Commission to negoti­ 
ate peace, 
He remained as head of the dele­ 
gation a fte r President Wilson re ­ 
turned 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
House, w orking tirelessly during 
one of the most trying periods of 
world history, finally acquiesced 
in a proposal for separate peace 
treaties which resulted from the 
conflict of views over the League 
of Nations. 
Wilson 
rejected 
the
